The  past  football  season  produced  a  great  Freshman  team,  a  team  with  a  record  ot  five  victories  and  no  de- 
feats, scoring  110  points  to  opponents  14.    The  first  undefeated  team  that  Union  has  ever  had. 

The  team  was  composed  mainly  of  high  school  stars,  many  of  whom  were  picked  on  all-star  teams  but  who 
did  not  allow  their  individuality  to  take  the  place  of  team  work. 

The  first  game,  with  Ripley  High,  was  in  the  nature  of  a  practice  game  and  was  won  by  the  Pups  25  to  0. 
The  next  game  was  with  Tilghman  High  of  Paducah,  Kentucky,  and  the  Freshmen  won  by  the  score  of  22  to  0. 
Next  the  strong  Castle  Heights  Military  Academy  invaded  the  campus  and  went  back  to  Lebanon  with  the 
short  end  of  a  13  to  7  score.  Then  the  Mississippi  Heights  team  came  down  from  its  lair  on  Blue  Mountain  to 
receive  a  severe  drubbing  from  the  Bullpups,  the  score  being  38  to  0.  The  final  game  was  with  Hall-Moodv 
[unior  College  of  Martin,  and  was  a  real  test  for  the  Freshmen.  The  Pups  rose  to  the  heights  that  day  and  after 
a  bitter  struggle,  emerged  victorious  with  a  12  to  7  score.  No  other  team  in  the  history  of  Union  has  made  such 
a  record. 

The  team  was  captained  by  "Red"  Caywood,  All  West-Tennessee  quarterback  from  Newbern,  who  proved 
to  be  a  real  leader  and  a  brainy  field  general.  The  business  manager  was  Sam  Wallace,  a  halfback  from  Jackson 
High,  who  held  the  position  of  Utility  back.  Eighteen  sweaters  and  numerals  were  awarded.  Men  receiving 
theni  were:  Reed,  Johnson,  McAlpin,  and  Wilson,  ends;  Hughes,  Cooper,  Wright,  and  Sublett,  tackles;  Smith, 
Russell,  and  Jones,  guards;  Baldridge  and  McRae,  centers;  Caywood,  quarter-back;  Stewart,  left-half;  Hellen, 
nght-fialf.  Stalcup,  full-bac\,  Wallace,  utility  back-  Ausban  and  Miller  would  undoubtedly  have  made  numerals 
but  for  illness.
